TEL AVIV, Israel, Jan. 6— (IP)— 
The security council order of Dec. 
29 for an Immediate cease fire In 
southern Palestine may be honor- 
ed soon. 


The 
Israeli cabinet met last 
night. A usually reliable private 
source said the ministers, whose 
troops have wound up a three-day 
invasion strike into Egypt, decid- 
ed to accept the order. 
It was understood the accept- 
ance might be announced today. 
The timing and other details ap- 
parently would be fixed by United 
Nations truce observers. 
Egypt cabled her acceptance to 
Lake Success Tuesday, subject 
to a like decision from Israel. 
Egyptian and Israeli troops have 
been fighting In the Negev des- 
ert and the southern Palestine 
coastal strip off and on since 
mid-October. 
A government spokesman last 
night announced the Israeli thrust 
into 
Egypt.

troops, "In hot pursuit of the flee- 
ing enemy," recently knifed to the

point, which he said Is encircled 
by barbed wire entanglements. 
He added: "The obvious de- 
duction from the existence of the 
Ktrongpolnt is that the Jews In- 
tend to stay inside Egyptian ter- 
ritory."

ing, free meals, a bath and a razor 
blade to shave with. 
Besides 
providing punishment 


for law violators, the prison servos 
as a haven of rest for man/ 
transient vagrants who look upon 
the barred building as a "hotel," 
says Jailer J. C. Allen. 
Tramps come, to the Jailhouse 


frequently and wnnt to stay over- 
night, tho jailer reports. But the 
county would be inviting trouble 
if anyone was placed in a cell 
without a court order of without 
violating the- law. 
"Free" lodging is forbidden. The 


county Is liable for its inmates, 
many of whom pull all sorts of 
schemes—faking 
illness 
to got 


dope, burning themselves, slam- 
ming doors on fingers. There are 
cases when prisoners could—and 
would 
attempt—to collect dam- 
ages in law suits. So, the jailer 
and sheriff's department are con- 
stantly on the alert. 
"A guy came In the other night 
and wanted to stay overnight," Al- 
len recalled. "I told him it'd be 
ten days for vagrancy—and ho 
left." 
This vagrant later was picked 
up by officers in a residential 
area where he had been begging 
for food. He then got his room- 
for ten days. 
"These tramps always carry the 
same things," sayu A'llen. "A ra- 
zor—no blades—a bar of soap, 
a 


comb, and sometimes a dirty pair 
of socks." 
They get cleaned up, rested up, 
and fattened up, and then take off 
for another town. 


A juvenile once tore a button 


>ff his shirt and crammed it into 
ils ear in hopes of going to the 
nospital and perhaps escaping. 


"He began screaming and yelling 
to be taken to the hospital," gald 
Allen, who Immedlatey called

doctor and had the button remov- 
ed without injury to the boy.

AUSTIN, Jan. 6.—W—A citi- 


zens' committee today called on 
Gov. Benuford H. Jester to urge 
the 
51st legislature to create 
a 


commission to study the need for 
revision of the 73-year old state 
constitution and make recommen- 
dations. 


Paul Carrlngton, Dallas attor- 
ney, presented the suggested res- 
olution by which the leglslatuie 
would create a commission. 


The commission would be nu- 
thorl/cd to do research work as 
a basis for recommendation* to 
push constitutional revision by 
cither the legislature or a consti- 
tutional convention* 
The resolution was approved by 
a majority of approximately 160 
laymen and lawyers who were In- 
vited by Gov. Beauford Jester to 
meet here today. 


It calls for appointment of a 24- 
man commission as folows: Tne 
slpeakcr of the house to appoint 
three members of the house and 
three additional members of the 
commission; the lieutenant govern- 
or to appoint three members of 
the senate and three additional 
members; the governor to appoint 
six; and the chief Justice of the 
supremo court to appoint six. 


The commission would have pow- 
er to appoint a full-time director at 
a salary to be fixed by the commis- 
sion. A $75,000 appropriation to ac- 
complish the commission's purpose* 
was recommended.

opinion that such ordinances were 
void. When i appeared before the 
City Commission as spokesman for

the adoption of these ordinances 
in December, 1947, I expressed the 
opinion that, the framors of tho 
City Charter, by the 
language 
they had Incorporated In that doc- 
ument, precluded the Commission 
from extending the boundaries of 
the City in the manner then pro- 
posed and attempted. 


"As th cases have progressed 
through tho several courts we have 
refrained from Issuing statements 
t0 the press and from all other 
publicity measures. 
That Is uni- 
form policy with this firm, for we 
have never thought that judicial 
consideration could be or ought to 
be influenced, even in the remot- 
est degree, by Interviews or any 
other means of publicity which 
might serve at least to flatter the 
vanity of a litigant or lawyer In- 
terested In the limelight. 


"These 
thoughts 
have always 
given us a sense of restraint suf- 
ficient to inhibit all public utter- 
ances regarding our professional 
work as lonjr as the matters In- 
volved have been pending before 
the courts, and, therefore, ever, 
though we have not been heard to 
predict It, we have confidently ex- 
pected all the while that the de- 
cision of the Supreme Court would 
be exactly to the effect of the rul- 
ing handed down this morning.

to forecast for the fiscal year, 
starting next July 1. 


He already is seeking a $4,000,- 


000,000 increase in taxes, princi- 
pally from corporations, to Wipe 
out the deficit outlook and permit 
about a one per rent reduction in 
the $252,000,000,000 federal debt, 


His budget message next Mon- 
day is said authoritatively to call 
also for «a raise In some postal 
rates, particularly those applying 


to magazines and newspapers, as 
a further means of keeping the 
government out of the red. 


Biggest factor In the budget to- 
tal is "defense"—the combination 
of military and foreign aid items 
that will make up over half of the 
budget total. 


Legislative leaders said after a 
White House conference yesterday 
that military costs, including a re- 
vived proposal for universal mil- 
itary training, and the cost 
of 


stockpiling strategic materials will 
come to $15,000,000,000. 


Key Democrats predicted the to- 


tal budget -will be $41,900,000,01)0, 
tho biggest yet In peacetime. The 
figure for the current fiscal year 
Is $39,800,000,000. 


Administration officials said the 
president's proposal for education 
aid—grants to the states for gram- 
mar and high school costs—will 
be the bllj "Re-New Deal" item at 
a cost of around $300,000,000 In 
1950 and Ine ach subsequent year. 


The long-range housing program, 


which the president said should 
provide 1,000,000 low-rent public 
housing units over the next seven 
years, reportedly will carry a flrrt- 


yea 
000 
•ear price tab of under $100,000,- 
00 though .the cost would go up 
later as the program unwinds. 


The national 
health 
program 


would get into the budget for ad- 
ministrative costs only—not more 
than about $20,000,000 the 
first 
year, officials indicated—but the 
budget sum, as in the case of the 
proposal to expand 'social security, 
doesn't begin to tell the expense 
story. 


The budgeted amount would rep- 
resent only the sum to be taken 
from general tax funds to cover 
administrative costs 
of 
getting 
the health program under way, 
The program Itself would be set 


up as a trust, fund operated by the 
government after the fashion of 
an Insurance concern, getting its 
premiums through taxes levied on 
all individuals entitled to the med- 
ical care benefits contemplated. 
Mr. Truman has spoken in the 
past of starting out the health In- 
surance program with a payroll

Tholr bill also followed up a 
recommendation of the president 
by proposing extension of the old- 
age and survivors Insurance sys- 
tem to 25,000,000 persons addition- 
al to the 80,000,000 now covered.

amounts to about $25 a month in 
the case of retired workers, plus 
a similar extension and liberaliza- 
tion of payments under the unem- 
ployment compensation system.

If you can keep your holiday 
plants growing, the Christmas aplr-

Christmas Plant Alive" shows how 
to keep a cyclamen in bloom for 
several months. 


Water sparingly during the grow- 
ing and flowering season, the ar- 
ticle advises. 
Water it from bo- 
low by setting the pot In water and 
the soil absorbs what it can take; 
then leave It until the soil seems 
almost dry again. 
Give It plenty 


of light, but little or no direct sun- 
shine, and keep the temperature 
not lower than 40 degrees F. at 
night; not much above 60 in day- 
time. 
When In March, the last flower 
sheds Its petals and the leaves 
start falling, put the pot In the 
basement or some other cool, dark 


place. If soil is damp, you need 
not water again until about May 
1st when you can bring it back In- 
to the light and start watering 
again sparingly and from the bot- 
tom, as before. When the weather 
turns mild set It outside In a shel- 
tered place and after a slow start 
it will show small new leaves in 
August 
This is the time to re- 
new the worn-out soil. Use a mix- 
ture of three parts each of rich gar- 
den loam and leaf-mold and one' 


part each of sharp sand and wetyS* 
rotted manure or compost, Repot \ 
In a larger pot and 'when you firm. < 
the soil make sure top of the cor 
or root-stock la just above the 
face,

PRICE OF VICTORY 


A four-year economic re- 


covery plan for the United 
Kingdom, recently anonunc- 
ed by the government, en- 
visions a period of hard 
work and not much more ap- 
proach toward material com- 
fort than the British now en- 
joy. The plan is made for 
four years because that is 
the term of expected 
aid 


from the United States. 


A self-supporting Britain 


is the goal of the. plan, but 
the makers of it do not prom- 
ise that the goal will be 
achieved. Even if the plan 
i$ carried out in full, said Sir 
Stafford Cripps, chancellor 
of the exchequer, at the end 
of the four years the British 
still will- have to import more 
than they can pay for with 
their, exports. But they hope 
to be able to make it from 
there without outside help. 


The economic plight of 


Great Britain is largely the 
result of the war-time dev- 
astation of property and pro- 
ductive capacity, coupled 
with the enormous expense 
of prosecuting the War. This 
long period of deprivation 
must seem to the Britons to 
be a high price to pay for 
victory. If it would be of any 
comfort, they might conjec- 
ture 
how much greater 


would have been the price of 
defeat. 


No one has been able to 


figure out what may be the 
cost of preventing the next 
war. But it could hardly be

J. B. Van Hel- 
mont, a Dutch scientist of the 
seventeeth century, discov- 
ered an invisible form of air 
which he named "gas." The 
word has been used 
ever 


sinco. How he happened or 
the word, can only be guess- 
ed; it has been suggestec 
that he was influenced by 
the Greek word "chaos" or 
Dutch 
"geest," 
meaning 
"spirit." 


An English student of tht 


past, William J. Thorns, was 
dissatisfied with the cum 
brous term "popular antiqui 
ties" for old customs and tra 
ditions. 
He 
deliberately 


made up the word 
"folk 


lore," and so successful wa 
his creation that it has been 
taken 
o v e r intact 
into 


French, Spanish and Russian 
and 
perhaps 
into 
othe 


languages-as well. 


Then came a man with a 


real claim to distinction: he 
invented not one new word 
but two. This was Willian 
Whewell, an English profes 
sor of moral philosophy in 
the early part of the nine 
teenth century. 
According 


to John R. Baker's 
book, 


"Science and the Planned 
State," Whewell coined the 
word "physicist" for an in- 
vestigator in the 
field of 


physics. Even more success- 
ful was his other brain-child, 
'scientist," which the Eng- 
lish-speaking world has used 
frequently ever since. 


If coiners of new words 


are grouped by themselves 
in the next world, Whewel) 
should head the list. 


As this was written, a 


friend complicated matters, 
as friends sometimes do, by 
dragging in modern coin ap- 
plying to trades or profes- 
sions, such as "beautician," 
"mortician" and "realtor." 
Some one is entitled to the 
credit for those, although 
there will be those, as in thc- 
past, who will insist that the 
words are disfigurements of 
the vocabulary. The decision 
rests with the people. Words 
which are generally used 
will get into the language. If 
they fail to a p p e a 1, no 
amount of promotion will 
save their lives.

How Tots Learn 


Safely

Parents can save their children 


many a bump and tumble, says Dr. 
Ethel B. Waring. It's all a matter 
of safety education. 


Writing in the magazine, Safety 


Education, Dr. Waring, who 
Is 
professor of child development and 
family relationships, 
New 
York 


State College of Home Economics, 
at Cornell 
University, 
declares 


many of the falls come when chil- 
dren are tired, hungry, Irritated or 
disappointed. "When they act im- 
pulsively, trouble often 
follows. 


Without supervision or guidance 
matters may go from bad to worse 
until somebody gets badly 
hurt. 
With supervision and guidance, the 
youngsters may learn to control 
Impulsive acts and to behave 
In 


ways that will bring them 
mort 
satisfaction. All 
such 
learning 


operates as safety education," «he 
says. 


Some mothers in the 
earliest 
care of their babies have used a 
quiet, explaining voice as things 
happened at bath time, "Off shirt 
and In water"; at meal time, "Bib 
on and cereal"; when a toy Is lost, 
"Gone—we will get It." The babies 
hear this Inflection 
and become 


comfortable and happy. 
Tn time, 


the babies become so accustomed 
to this sequence that they expect 
to be comfortable and happy when 
they hear mother's voice In 
that 


explaining Inflection. 


A baby with such 
training 
Is 


likely to control his Impulses In 
a scene such as the following: 


A mother starts down stairs with 
junior. Part way down he 
IJSBS 


his rattle. He screams and throws 
himself 
backward 
with all his 


strength. What may happen de- 
pends upon whether or not mother 
is able to keep her 
balance a:.d 


hold on to baby. 


If baby is properly trained says 


Dr. Waring, when he hears 
his 


mother's voice saying, "In a min- 
ute we'll get It," he'll expect to be 
satisfied after hearing that inflec- 
tion and remain quiet in her arms. 


Accidents can be prevented also, 
she says, if mother teaches junior 
to respect a quiet and firm "No." 
For example: 
Take the toddler in the explor- 


ing stage, who can 
climb onto 


chairs and tables to reach 
about 


everything. He cannot 
discrimi- 


nate between what is suitable for 
him to handle and what is not. Ho 
might throw some 
of mother's 


choice ornaments or dishes about 
But he might check 
himself 
if 


from early babyhood he had heard 
that quiet, firm "no" as 
mother 


checked his movement when he 
reached for her spectacles, pulled 
her hair, threw his toast on the 
floor or gave his cereal dish a vig- 
orous push. 


However, even children who have 


learned some of these simple ways 
of controlling their impulsive be- 
havior do 
not 
always 
restrain 


themselves. Especially is this true 
when they are tired or sleepy, hun- 
gry or uncomfortable. 


Excitement 
greatly lessens 
a 


child's control over his Impulsive 
behavior, too. One mother 
found 
that the happiest kind of play be- 
tween her boys would suddenly be- 
come excited quarreling and fight- 
ing. This mother often separated 
the boys, explaining that 
they 


needed to be by themselves for a 
while. She helped each one 'o find

Form Year In Texas Looks Good 
If Old Man Weather Will Behave

The new year looks like a pros- 


perous one for Texas farmers if 
old man weather will behave. 


Thfl man with the plow, the ex- 
perts agree, can expect profitable 
prices. These prices may be a lit- 
tle lower, but If he can raise the 
crops, the Texas farmer will make 
money. 
Already the farmer is scanning 
the skies, looking for that vital 
rainfall that hasn't come yet. And 
over In Fort Worth, the soil con- 
servation regional office has some 
sad stories to 
tell—about 
how 


dust storms in the late fall ap- 
proached the disastrous situation 
of the 1930s. 


On the other hand good prices 


of the last few years have encour- 
aged farmers to till more land. 
They're planning to put marginal 
land under the plow—land that In 
perlty, but you merchant, doctor. 


On the prosperity of farmers de- 


pends to a great extent your pros- 
perity, bt you merchant, doctor, 


which roughly boll down to these 
four questions: 


1. That of modernizing the ma- 
chinery for operating the public 
schools. 


2. That of financing what the 
committee 
calls 
a 
"minimum 


foundation program" for educating 
each child in the state. 
3. That of improving the teach- 
ing. 


4. That 'of making sure attend- 


ance, textboks and building facil- 
ities are adequate. 


And one of the specific recom- 


mendations is that the school laws 
bn completely reconditioned. 


The 51st legislature faces a real 
test of Its ability to think une- 
motionally and act wisely in its 
attitude toward the recommenda- 
tions of the Gllmer-Alkln commit- 
tee. The report has brought some 
sharp criticism. It has been as 
loudly praised. It will be up to 
the legislature to decide who is 
right, and what is best for the 
school children of the state. 


Advocates of the report say that 


It could be the turning point— 
up or down—for the state's public 
schools. Opponents are saying the 
same thing. The leglslaure can 
take its choice.

buying power. He saya there may 
be a general leveling off, but not 
a big,crash, 
j 


The Economist points ou that 
cotton, Texas' main crop, is down! 
only four per cent In price. Beef 
cattle, another big source of in- 
come, is up 17 per cent. Dairymen 
are holding even, and poultrymen 
are having better prices. Wool Is 
up nine per cent. Generally truck 
farm Income Is improved. 


Down hard were citrus, 
corn, 


wheat and grain sorghum prices. 
But, saya Dr. McNeeley, anything 
above $2 a bushel is a profitable 
price for wheat. 


And as prices of feed 
(rains 


went down, Texas livestock men 
profited just that much. 


The acreage outlook still hasn't 


clarified and probably will not un- 
til spring. However, planting fore- 
casts have been issued for wheat, 
which is Texas' second biggest 
money crop. 


The department of agriculture 


estimates that Texas wheat plant- 
ings will total 7,630,000 acres, the 
largest amount in history. 
This 


will be slightly greater than the 
7, 6; 7,537,000 planted in the banner 
year of 1947 and 13 percent more 
than last year'a total of 8,752,000 
acres. 


The Santa Fe Railroad, which 
keeps a cloie check on the wheat 
areas, reports that, "part 
of the 


increase in acreage is due to the 
breaking of sod land which has 
widened thn scope of the so-called 
marginal regions adapted only to 
wheat x x x . Farmers planted as 
much wheat as they could while 
decreasing their summer fallowed 
acreage. 


"Many did this because they felt 


that an acreage limitation pro- 
gram may be placed in effect by 
1950 and they hope to assemble 
as much 'wheat history* as possl- 
bla to be used as a basis for fu- 
ture acreage allotments." 


How much will be produced per 
acre depends on rainfall condi- 
tions, which generally have not 
been good in Texas this year. 
Lost 
year, 
drouth 
prevented 


many farmers from planting wheat. 
The same situalon 
prevails 
In 
some places this year, and a con- 
siderable amount of acreage could 
go to cotton and grain sorghums, 
which allow later planting. Many 
farmers "dusted in" their wheat 
isain this year—planted It In dry 
land and hoped for rain. 


The agriculture department re- 
ported that as of Dec. 1, moisture 
conditions in the high plains area 
were better than a year ago. In 
remaining wheat areas—the south- 
ern high plains, low rolling plains 
and north Texas—the dry condi- 
tions not" relieved. In a Dec. 27 
report, the USDA said dry condi- 
tions had. not been bettered much. 


Another threat to farmers, par- 
ticularly in West Texas, is the com- 
bination of drouth and high winds. 
Louis P. Merrill, regional conserv- 
ator w for the U. S. soil conserva- 
tion service, reported in late De- 
cember that 2,629,000 acres of lands 
are blowing In Texas. Several se- 
vere dusters have occurred. 


•Vetch, rye and other crops have 
been killed in some areas by the 
windstorms. In Texas and Okla- 
homa, he reported, 6,947,000 acres 
are left without enough cover to 
prevent damaging erosion.

The nine justices are only hu- 


man, 
and are sometimes right, 
sometimes wrong, and, being hu-

And time may show that the 


minority who dissented from the 
majority today was rer.lly rljrht 
and the majority wrong. Then a 
later court can change the old 
decision around to fit new condi- 
tions. 


But what causes the justices to 


differ If they're all educated men, 
know tho law. and look up the 
same cases In reaching a decis- 
ion?
